The Germanization of Alsace- 


Lorraine doe» not i appear to have 
succeeded to 'the satisfaction of the 
Germab provincial authorities. Be- 
cent decrees aim at suppressing the 
French connection. Of these, two 
have been commented upon. Thi 
first lias for iia objecit to close fifty 
four Frepeh insurance offices, whose 
united business is estimated at near 
ly 000,000,000 francs for the benefi 
of a German insurance company 
under Government patronage. 
Th 


second decree insists that the dis 
cussion in the provincial assemblies ' 
shall take place in German only, the 
effect of this measure being to render 
two-thirds of the members incapable 
of sitting in these assemblies. Tbe 
rteent conscription returns also show- 
ed that two-thirds of the young 
Alsace-Lorrainers, from whom mili- 
tary service was due, had left the 
country.
